modern quartet

hen Ray Condo describes his sound as 
WW: crazy date with Hank Williams and 
Billie Holiday,” he’s right on the money. Part 
rockabilly, part cowboy jazz, Ray Condo and 
his Ricochets serve up one heapin’ helping of 
western swing. 

Duded up in cowboy hats, suits and bolo 
ties, these guys take their honky tonk 
seriously. At a recent Limit appearance, the 
five piece charmed the crowd with their 
sincerity and showmanship. Drawing equally 
from Hank Snow and Carl Perkins, the 
Ricochets featured songs from their current 
album Swing Brother Swing, as well as 
covers. : 

No stranger to the country scene, 
Vancouver's Condo has fronted such projects 
as Ray Condo and his Condors and the 
Hardrock Goners. But for the past three 
years it has been Ray Condo and his 
Ricochets who have gained popularity. While 
they play to enthusiastic crowds in 
Vancouver, Montreal, and Toronto, Condo 
and his Ricochets enjoy greater success south 
of the border. Discussing the recent success 
on the Americana charts, Condo explains the 
reason why the Ricochets tour predomi- 
nantly state-side. 

“Our magical gimmick and novelty 
winning the Americans over is the fact that 
we're Canadian and we sound more 
American than they do. They are completely 
blown away and flattered, so we can’t lose.” 

So blown away, in fact, San Francisco's 
Joaquin, a label specializing in western 
swing, picked them up. “When Jeff 
Richardson, who is Joaquin records, heard 
us, he flipped. He said he had been waiting 
for this band for thirty years.” 

Condo and his Ricochets pay homage to 
the southern country tradition, evoking 


players such as Billy Jack Wills, the younger: == 


brother of Bob Wills. “Bob was one of the 


Mail and phone orders welcome 


pioneers of Western swing, but his younger 
brother was more hard-rockin’, hard- 
boppin’, a little more hard-edged, like Bill 
Haley,” says Condo. “But he_ was 
overshadowed by Bob, who was the big 
patriarch of Texas. Billy Jack Wills was really 
exciting and contemporary and we're just 
trying to follow in that tradition.” 

Asked if there are any legitimate, 
contemporary country bands out there to 
combat the pop-savvy Nashville sound, 
Condo is quick to respond. “Oh hell 
ya—mostly west coast bands. But this BR-549 
out of Nashville-those guys came into 
Joaquin and bought all our records. They 
also bought Big Sandy and his Fly-Rite Boys, 
and the Dave & Deke Combo. So I've just 
named three of the best neo-traditional 
west coast bands and BR-549 took these 
things home and studied them and they’re 
trying to come up with their own thing, but 
it’s still very pedestrian.” 

Questions of musical legitimacy aside, 
Condo addresses the fashion question: How 
important is it to dress country? Would you 
feel as legit in T-shirts and jeans? 

“Like all rituals and celebrations people 
should dress up, throw on some make-up, 
look civilized. | think the whole rock 
aesthetic is passé. I'm tired of jeans, T-shirts, 
caps, and lots of loud. The neo-swing scene 
is a nice departure from rock. The rock scene 
is status quo; it has turned into Third Reich & 
Roll and we’re tired of it.” 

Ray Condo and his Ricochets are sure to 
quickly grow in popularity. With an 
upcoming tour slated for late October with 
the Squirrel Nut Zippers, and a new album 
Door to Door Maniac out soon, the Ricochets 
are sure to keep their brand of swampy, 
rockabilly dixieland swinging all over the 
west coast and beyond.A

-Ithough they formed in the late ‘80s in the now- 

legendary city of Chapel Hill, Superchunk have managed 
to keep their heads above water en route to creating some of 
the most strangely melodic, erstwhile indpendent music of 
the 1990's. 

Without the straight-edge ethics of Fugazi or the high- 
profile ideologies of Epitaph’s Brett Gurewitz, thankfully, 
Superchunk have come to be one of the most revered indie 
bands on the planet. Strangely, then, that Superchunk - Mac 
McCaughan, Laura Ballance, Jim Wilbur and Jon Wurster - 
one of North America’s most exciting live acts, haven‘t toured 
North America in two years. Some reports had the band 
splitting after the relationship between the band’s two 
founding members (Ballance and McCaughan) ended in a 
somewhat bitter break-up. : 

The band is back in the fold, however, and have released 
one of their best albums to date, the adventurous Indoor 
Living. Released, as always, on McCaughan’s and Ballance’s 
label, Merge Records, Indoor Living finds the band looking 
under rocks that, until this point, have always remained 
unturned. | 

“It's probably the most fun we've had making a record,” 
said the band’s guitarist, Jim Wilbur. “It didn’t feel like work, 
really. We knew what we were going to record but we didn’t 
know exactly how it was going to sound, if that makes any 
sense.” 

It makes perfect sense after treating your ears to the 
incessant guitar-pop of Indoor Living. The band has 
sharpened its focus, however, including some new 
instrumentation with piano, organ and vibes, and has crafted 
what could very well be their best album to date. 

“I'm more happy with this record than | have been with 
any of the other ones” Wilbur continued. “It may not be my 
favorite record in retrospect, but it’s the one I’m most happy 
with. We recorded the songs we wanted to, in the way we 
_ wanted to record them.” 


Wilbur is talking to me on the phone from a club in 
Seattle, shortly after finishing the band’s soundcheck. In the 
last seven years, the band has toured the Northwest 
(including Vancouver, excluding Victoria) six times, a statistic 
that will hardly surpise fans of this incredibly hard-working 
band. 

“In the last two years we've been kind of lazy, but up until 
then we were working it pretty hard,” Wilbur noted. “When 
we got back from our European tour (in '95) it got to the 
point where we needed a break but we didn’t want to break 
up the band. So we just backed off a little. We still wrote 
songs and practiced but we didn’t want to have that gruelling 
schedule. Now, I’m kind of into it again.” 


So there you have it, Superchunk fans. You.can rest easy 


knowing that the Chapel Hill foursome is not going to 
subscribe to indie-rock matryrdom any time soon. 

“| feel very lucky....but it can’t last forever,” Wilbur said, 
remarking on the band’s future. “| know there will be a time 
when we'll all have to move on but now doesn’t seem to be 
the time, nor do | see it happening in the near future.” 

One thing is for certain, though—the band’s immediate 
future is well-planned. Their current tour, which brought 
them to Vancouver's Starfish Room on October 16th, keeps 
them on the road until Halloween, then they’re home for a 
day before they jet-set off to Europe. If all goes well they'll 
be home in time for Christmas; needless to say, this is one 
hella busy band. 

“| don’t like days off really,” said Wilbur. “If I'm going to 
be out on the road, | want to be working. | want to stay busy 
and keep my mind on the task because it’s more fun that 
way. Otherwise, I’m just languishing and spending money.” 

Apparently, from talking to Wilbur, Superchunk are 
finding somewhat of a hard time making ends meet. 
Granted, indie bands are not supposed to make money, but 
Superchunk? | | 

“Little pixies don’t come in the middle of the night and 
bring pots of gold. It’s hard work,” Wilbur deadpanned. 
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Wilbur feels that the band’s financial shortcomings are 
brought on by their lack of marketability; there is no 
mugging for the cameras, there is no flashy videos and there 
is definitely no mainstream radio hits. At a second glance, 
there is no major financial payday in sight either. 

“It's a detriment, really, because to be able to sell a band 


you have to be flashy and flamboyant. We’re not really 


interested in doing that, but we try not to cheat anybody 
from having a good time when they come and see us.” 
One thing Superchunk can’t be accused of is having a poor 


~ work ethic. The band tours incessantly, has released seven 


albums (plus many 7”’s) in eight years and owns and runs 
their own label. 

“Everything we do, we do it for ourselves. We make every 
decision. We're not doing this for any grand scheme or 
anything. It’s just what we do.” 

What the band successfully does is please a lot of music- 
hungry fans across North America and Europe. Attendance at 
Superchunk shows is always healthy and the band routinely— 
like the mailman—delivers. 

“We have a certain amount of people we can count on 
showing up at each show. Sometimes it’s 1,500 people, other 
times it’s 200, but it’s consistent depending on the size of the 
city,” Wilbur mathematized. Any number of things can 
conspire against you, though; it could be a Tuesday night, the 
promoter didn’t do anything, you’re in a club that no one 
likes to go to and it’s not all-ages. Sometimes we get to the 
club and it’s like, ‘Oh, life sucks’.” 

Fora band as successful as this indie band prototype, !’m 
estimating, life certainly doesn’t suck. After all, they‘re a 
great band, they have a great new album and they hail from 
a regional scene (Chapel Hill, NC) that is one of the best in the 
U.S. 

“I'm really*proud of Chapel. Hill because Archers of Loaf 
and Polvo. and all of those bands are really good. It’s nice, 
because you can be a real fan of your friends and you can get 
excited about going to see them. Seeing those bands is like 
going to see a national touring band, not a local band.” 

Superchunk can take a lot of credit for creating the famed 
Chapel Hill scene. In 1991, two years after forming, the 
quartet released No Pocky For Kitty, an effort produced by 
Steve Albini. It made the band the underground heroes that 
they are today, and helped a then-fledgling Matador Records 
(Pavement, Liz Phiar, Yo La Tengo) rise to the national 
spotlight. 

After conquering every possible area of the underground 
music scene, from saving indie labels to creating their own, | 


had to ask Wilbur: Will Superchunk ever go arena rock? 


“No, we won't,” Wilbur laughed. “I think our appeal is 
limited; if not our appeal, than our ability to sell ourselves to 
a wider audience is. We have a core, cult following and it's 
loyal. We can make a living but we don’t have a lot of money 


~ to sink into promotional bullshit. We're not trying to be 


obscure willfully, but it’s a trade-off. Luckily, we’re still able 


_ to make a living doing what we want to do.” » 


Being a member of a seminal band has given Wilbur a lot 
of perspective. For instance, he even entertains the idea of a 
wider appeal for the band. 

“I'd be totally into it. But we wouldn’t change anything so 
that’s why | don’t think it’ll ever happen. We're not prepared 
to change for that. But if it did happen | think we'd piss-off a 
lot of people.” 

So until something drastic in modern music happens, 
Superchunk will have to be content with being the biggest 
independent rock band in the world, for the rest of their 
lives.

They had no hit record, which was unusual because all the important groups seemed able to 
produce a hit of sorts. But | wasn’t prepared to discard the group simply because there was no 
chart action. So, in October 1997, | took a chance and called the group for an interview. | was 
overwhelmed by their showmanship- and their fresh, outgoing appeal as | sat down with two 
of the lads, Amazing Larry and Alex the Wailer of Captain Cook and The Nootka Sound. 


Mn it was rumors. At first, that is. Stories kept reaching me from Victoria- and 
‘strangely, from Duncan. In coffee houses and in the studios, people | respected would 
nudge me and tell me about this impressive group with the way-out uniforms. 

I’ve been around rock ‘n’ roll enough to know two things: (1) never ignore the rumors, and 
(2) don’t take too much notice of them. So | obeyed the rules and asked around Victoria show- 
business circles, and by mid-summer 1997 it seemed clear that Captain Cook and The Nootka 
Sound were most certainly “happening.”

A: Actually he wasn't that bad. | did my 


research in this whole area before | thought 
of the name. He was basically just there to 
chart out the land for England. | know along 
the coast of B.C. there were a lot of other 
people who came along and didn’t treat the 
population as fairly, but apparently he was 


fair in his dealings with the Indians. When | 
was a kid in 1978 there was this whole 


bicentennial thing with Captain Cook and 
lots of references to Nootka Sound. 

Was that something he discovered? 

A: He didn't discover it because there were 
people living there already. | think he was 
the first English/ European explorer to 
‘discover the area, besides the Spanish... 
conversation drifts into historical facts 

L: The name’s a good pun, that's why. It’s 
meant to be funny, not historical.

Where can someone buy that 
demo tape? 
L: They can maybe get it from us. . 
We're kind of holding off for the 
single instead of being one of 
those bands that endlessly puts 
out demo tapes. Just having a 
record right off from the bat is 
kind of a nice way to go. 

Anything else? 

A: Amazing Larry and myself 
do a radio show up at CFUV on 
Saturday nights, midnight to one 
o'clock. We play the kind of music 
that our band is emulating. 60's 
garage punk and. all the current 
garage punk music from today. So 
tune in to the show, or come 
check us out at the next show.

But really, | have a strong feeling that 
they won't be hard of (at least, for the sake of Brit pop music, | 
really hope they won't be known). This band just could not decide 
whether they wanted to be Oasis or The Verve and in the process 
of doing so, created a sound that had no style, texture or 
substance.
